A textbook library of more than 15,000 volumes is maintained by the 
school. All necessary text books, including academic dictionaries and geo- 
graphy atlases, are furnished without additional expense. Notebooks, pen- 
manship papers, drawing materials, bookkeeping supplies, etc., must be fur- 
nished by the students. The school supplies the test paper and ink. 


Entrance Requirements 


The rules of the Normal School Board of Regents admits only candidates 
physically qualified to perform aeceptably the duties of a public school teach- 
er. If physically fit, graduates of high schools with approved four year 
eourses are admitted without examination, but those found later to be unable 
to reach the standards of scholarship set by the school may be dropped from 
the rolls. 


Credits 


A subject pursued successfully for the summer session of 6 weeks, five 
two-hour recitations per week, receives five credits. No student may pursue 
more than two full subjects or equivalent. Physical education may be taken 
extra. Students are rated according to the following system: pea na B—- 
zood, C—average, D—passed, F—failure. 


Expenses 


Expenses of attendance at the Whitewater State Normal School are low 
enough so that normal school training is within the reach of all. 

Several boarding clubs, officered by students, allow expenses to be re- 
duced to the lowest rate consistent with good health and the desires of the 
club members. 

Rooms in private homes may be secured at $1.50 up, and board at! $3.50 up.

To secure ‘a license to teach commercial subjects in the high schools of Wisconsin one must have had special training 
equivalent. to the course offered at the Whitewater State Normal School. At present the commercial teacher training course 
requires three years of preparation beyond high school. It is probable the requirements will soon be increased to four years. 


SUMMER SESSION COURSES ; 


The summer session courses are arranged to offer general and special methods as well as subject matter in all commer- 
cial subjects. We aim, first, to provide general professional training for those now in the field; second, to provide special 
methods for those who desire to improve their teaching ability; and third, to provide subject matter courses for those who 
desire beginning work in commercial teacher training. Special and advanced courses are planned for graduates who hold 
two or three year diplomas. See program on opposite page and select your work. Only two subjects or the equivalent may 
be pursued. Physical Education may be taken in addition to two subjects.
